Here, the external Evidence of their 
Eyes and Ears went along with the 
Credit of the Hiſtorian to ſupport it;

ters of Fact, to a Deilt only incredible, 
becauſe he does not give himſelf Time 
or Leiſure to ſcan the Evidence. 


The twelve Tribes were Monuments 
of all that Part of the Bible, relating 
to the three great Patriarchs, Abra. 
ham, Iſaac, and Jacob. And if we can 
but prove that the Sabbath was inſti- 
tuted before the Precept of Moſes for 
that Purpoſe, in memory of God's reſt. 
ing on that Day, it's a glorious Monu- 
ment of the Creation of the World in ſix 
Days; and conſequently the whole Book 
of Geneſss is firmly eſtabliſh'd, beyond 
the Power of the Deiſt to attack.

The Clamour and Triumphs of the 
Papiſts, upon their new Crs and 
particularly their being lately counte- 
nanc'd by Apoſtates from our moſt 
holy Religion, has indeed ſenſibly ſtruck 
me with Concern ; and the more, be- 
cauſe they ſteal Souls without giving 
them or us fair Play.

Our Convocation and Parliament 
went hand in hand to extirpate Pope- 
ry together.

For in the ® Year 1547, in Edward 
VIth's Reign, the Parliament paſs'd a 
Bill, that the Sacrament ſhow'd be gi- 
ven in both kinds: at the ſame time 
the Convacation ſignd a Declaration 
for the ſame Purpoſe, without one con- 
tradictory Vote, on Nov. 29. And, on 
the Decem. 17 the Marriage of the Cler- 
gy was ſign'd by 35, againſt 14. And 
in the ſucceeding Lear, when the Par- 
liament met again, the Convocation 
took the Matter into debate, and car- 
ried it for a Permiſſion to the Clergy 
to marry, by a Majority. 5 
The new Service was complied with 
unanimouſly, and all the ſucceeding 
Altera tions in Religion were attended 
at leaſt, by even the greateſt Enemies 
thereto, with Occaſional Conformity ; 
ſo that if there cou'd poſſibly com- 
mence a Schiſm, by the Steps taken at 
the Eugliſo Reformation, the Papiſts 
were univerſally involv'd therein, and 
ſo continu'd till the whole was com- 
pleated : when. indeed the Pope's Bull

came out, they began to look about 
them; hut before, their Conſciences 
were aſleep: nor could even the 
ſtricteſt of them entertain any Senti- 
ments of ſuffering for Religion. Bon- 
ner himſelf, that cruel Eecleſiaſtick, 
went tamely along with the Stream, 
and took the Oath of Supremacy. He 
enlarg'd his Conſcience ſo far, that he 
took a Commiſſion from King Edward 
for his Biſhoprick : but in Proſperity, 
he was tyraonical; and in Adverlity, 
ſubmiſſive even to a Degree of Scandal. 


Ours was a National Reformation, 
the whole Church concurr'd in it; and 
as we can prove ourſelves a free Church, 
and independant of any. foreign Power, 
we had Authority to reform, which 
was done in a regular manner, by the 
Agreement both of Church and State. 
As to the Pretence of Schiſm oceaſion'd 
by Lay Deprivation, I obſerve that 
Queen Mary was the Lay Depriver, as 
any one may fee who conſults Rymer. 


V pon the whole, I conclude, that as 
it is more eaſy to ſpoil good Work, 
than to mend it; ſo the Papiſts have 
made it their Buſineſs to caſt a Slur 
upon our Reformation, tho a Refine- 
ment upon their groſs and abſurd rap |; 
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for ſurely Chriſtianity never went thro 
a worſe Purgatory than thro their 
Hands. Its Doctrines and Worſhip 
have been miſerably perverted, and 
daſh'd with the Abſurdities of Paganiſm. 
New Rome is like the old, except that 
the old Gods have loſt their Poſts, and 
new ones have taken their Places. The 
Temples are only the Habitations for 
new Maſters and Miſtreſſes, for whom 
Incenſe burns every day. 


If the Patrons of this mix'd Religion 
will anſwer my ſerious Challenge, I 
promiſe, if they ſend it to my Hands, 
to procure it to be printed, with all the 
Advantages of Confutation I can give 
it; proteſting at the ſame time, my 
Charity for them, and Pity for their 
Circumſtances. We go hand in hand in 
ſuffering, tho' our Thoughts are wide- 
ly diſtant, |
